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SANITARY BOARD ELECTION. 


(Daily Press, 25th March.) 

The interest which is being manifested in 
the election hy'the ratepayers of two repre- 
sentatives as members of the Sunitary 
Beard, is quite a new feature in local 
politics. The election tak:s place this 
afternoon, and in view of the fact that 
considerable doubt and misapprehension 
appear to prevail as to the procedure, a few 
observations on the subject will doubtless 
be of use to the ratepayers who intend 
tnking part in the proceedings at the City 
Hall this afternoon.

A Changsha letter reports that there 
ate now, in consequence of this industrious 
pean , innumerable camphor trees several 
eet in diameter in the province, and it is 
expected that with care it will be possible 
for Hunn to soun be able to export annually 
several thousand piculs of the drug. This 
is ja step in advance, and may perhaps go: 
some distance to reconcile the Chinese 
Government to the loss of Fermosa. The 
market is at present dependent chiefly upon 
the supply from Formosa, and in con- 
sequence the price is maintained at a high 
figure. Camphor is not the only product 
that might be introduced into the eighteen 

rovinces, and the Viceroys might-profitably 
Institute enquiries as to what new products 
the soils and climates of their respective 
dane are hest calculnte! to reproduce. 

‘ow that tea has practically ceased to be 
an export except on a comparatively small 
scale, it would be well to endeavour to find 
out other articles of commerce that could 
be success‘ull. and profitably raised to take 
its place as a paying export and to redress 
the balance of trade, now go largely against 
China. With the heavy indemnity to be 
Taid to the Foreign Powers, it is a matter 
of vital import to China to find new articles 
of export. And unless sustained efforts be 
put forth in this direction, it is tolernbly 
certain, spite of the fuolish optimism of the 
opponents of a gold standard in China, that 
the exports of this great Empire will remain 
stationary, or at any rate barely maintain 
their presant position: 


GOLD IN MANCHURIA. -

The old books of reference used to tell us 
that in Asia,-and especially id its southern 
districts, there are many mines, streams, 
rivers and wastes which coutain gold. 
Japan, Formosa, Ceylon, Java, Sumatra, 
Borneo and the Philippines were described 
as being rich th gold mines, but there was 
absolute silence as to the existence of the 
precious metal in China, That it is to be 
found in var‘ous parts of this preat Emp re 
is well known now-a-days, though little or 
notbing has becn done to exploit it. Many 
years ago a number of Russian adventurers 
found what they described us rich gold 
fields in Manchuria, and calmly inaugurated 
an independent Republic of their own and 
claimed possesion of the auriferous, soil, 
The Republic, however did not last lo-g, for 
it was broken up by the Chinese officials, 
and the guld miners, aftcr making a desperate 
resistance , were compelled to quit the 
territory. Since the virtual dccupation of 
Manchuria by Ru-sia something more has 
been herd from time to time of gold 
discoveries there, and only about two years 
ago there was a big rush of adventurers 
over the Awur tv'seck the treasure which 
report said was to b+ found there in large 
quantities. The fever did not last long 
however. Tie discoveries of the precious 
metal were not so large as to warrant, the

now holds the opinion that the mail subsidy is 
not large enough, and if the Company has to 
replace the large number of Lascars in their 
service by white men, a very considerable 
increase in the subsidy will be required on 
that account alone. As far as the Far 
Kast is concerned in this matter, many ‘of 
our 1eaders may remember that more than a 
year ago a question was asked in the House 
of Commons as to whether the Government 
would consider the Siberian railway route 
when the present contracts expired. No 
doubt during the next two years, if the 
railway is shown to work satisfactorily and 
to uniformily come up to expectations as 
regards accelerated service, the route will 
not be overlooked. -Sq far as we can 
remember, that in effect was the reply given 
at the timo by the Postmaster-General. 
Mr. Austen CrnamsEsuain has now made 
it known that the Government departments 
are studying futuro requirements of the 
mai! services, and will give their decisiot 
at the earliest moment.

* Your Excellency, in coming here to-day 
b open this extension to our hospital, displays 
snch interest in it that all Hongkong may 
anow that we are met together not merely to 
admire a flower, but in the expectation of 
lnzuriant fruit which will mature from the 
Hlossom. Let us then unite gladly io future 
efforts. Tho foundation-stone of this extension 
as laid on the 25th November, 1899. At 
hat {ime the Government granted us the 
site and your Excellency honoured us by 
laying tho foundation-stone, Siuce then 
three years have elap el; winds and clouds 
have gathered and parted. We could scarvely 
hope that your Excellency, who had laid the 
oundation-stone, would also p rform ‘the 
spening ceremony. Bat nevertheless sowing 
nd reaping haverbeen done by the same hand. 
ow, whena man completes the work which he 
imeelf began, his aifection for it is intensified. 
We venture to hope therefore that your 
Excellency is animated by the same 
Fentiment. Dariag the years that your 
[Excellency'’s star has shone over Hongkong, 
and chari(able works, such 
ns this hospital, have been steadily carried to 
completion under your Erxcellency's care. 
he whole Colony therefore prays for 
lessings upon your Excellency, It is my 
duty now to give you some detatle concerning 
the extension to our hospital. We have to 
thankfully acknowledge subscriptions from the 
Chinese in Hongkong and elsewhere to the 
amount of $66,360.03, and from Europeans to 
the amount of $20,016. The total sum subscribed 
was $106,376.03. The cost of building was 
$62,448 and the oost of the iron work was 
$1,743.76. The architect’s fee amounted to 
$1,964, The.new hospital contains one mater- 
nity ward, one surgery ward, two first-class 
wards and four general wards, all of them are 
bright, well-ventilated,.and the convenience of 
patients has been carefully studied, as you can 
see without words of mine, and it will be 
possible to do away with the Ko Fong wards in 
the old hospital. So the Tung Wa Hospital 
hos now a ‘fresh attraction, and. being moro 
capacious than previously, it will prove a great 
and ‘permauent benefit to Chinese in sickness. 
We trust that future benefactors will make 
further improvements, so that the high standard 
of the- hospital may be maintained. Then your 
Excellency’s kindness and interest in the 
hospital will not have been in vain. 
In-deolaring the building open, 
_ His Exce.vency said—Mr. Tang, ladies and 
‘gentlemen, [ have come here with great pleasure 
‘to-day, and it isa gratification to me to see the 
completion, on which I congratulate you, of this 
valuable.addition of the Tang Wa Hospital. and 
having inspected it more than once during the 
building, I am in a position to congratulate you 
upon its excellent wards, and especially upon its 
rey wards and its operating room. I 
need hardly, therefore, assure you of the 
_ pleasure with which I attend to-day to formall 
open this extension of the Tung Wa Hospita 
and to start it upon its benificent work. I have 
listened to the statement made by the Chairman 
with great interest, and it is pleasing to find

I see before me many ladies 
and gentlemen who probably hava never con- 
sidered the scope of the work that has been 
done by the Tuog Wa Committee and by this 
valuable institution. I may fell them that overv 
year between two and threo thousand patients 
are treated in this hospital, that here every 
man or woman entering the hos;.ital, may elect 
whether he or she will be treated according to 
the (hinese method of treatment or to. the 
European method. The wards are all ‘the 
same, the beds are side by side, the conditions 
are identical, and therefore those: who etqnire 
are in a position to se whicl method of 
treatment offers the greatest prospect” of 
recovery. Desides these thousands of pa- 
tients who are accommodated every yerr within 
the walls of the hospital, a number--reachiog. 
I think, 149,000—of ont-patients are annually 
treated at the dispensary, which is situnted at 
the opposite side of the street. More thau that, 
this hospital not alone will take within its 
walls those who are sick and of whose recove 
there may be hopes, it will receive the asin 
and it will bury the dead, and not alona that 
for {he poor who are not ill, but who hav 
no place t» shelter, aro here taken in. by thig 
valnable society aud accommodated fora tim 
within the walls of the hospital, Yon will 
therefure understand how large is the measure 
of work dons by this institaiion, and okie 
back upon the accounts of this Colony: fot 
several years, and remembering the condition-of 
the :ity tan or fifteen years ago and now, 
question if any factor that has brought to bear 
in the assuagemout of misery ia the City of 
Victoria has hid a greater share in the good 
work than the Tang Wa Hospital. ue 
laying the foundation of ancthor extension 
which is being made by the Chinese to the 
plagne hospital, a short time ago, I spoke 
of the difficulties that probably would te 
experienced in carryiug out sanitary measures 
in the city.

I now take this public opportuaity of thanking 
tho Chinese people for the way in which they 
have responded to, my request. This City pf 
Victoria has been disinfected from one end to 
the other, There has been great inconvenien¢e, 
bat never have we hed occasion to use anythieg 
more than a mere request. The people have 
liste .ed to the advice of the inflaential Chinese ; 
they have assistcd the Government, and in bo 
city in the world-have the operations of Sani- 
tary Boards been carried out with less frictipn 
pe | with greater co-operation from the inhabi- 
tants. For all this I thank the influential 
Chinese who havo assisted the Government, and 
I thank the peuple for the way in which they 
have responded to the advice of their leaders.

ing upon the Chinese people. e know that of 
the people who go to hospital a large number die, 
and [ cannot lp thinking that many of those 
who have died of plazue have died because the 
disease has not n taken ib time. Now, 
under the new law if a person who feels himeelf 
ill will only apply in time to a.doctor he o1n be 
treated in his own house and the Government 
will undertake that he may be treated by a 
Chinese doctor or an Enropean doctor as he 
chorses, and the Government will undertake to | 
find lodgings for the remaini ple in the 
house, leaving him to be tre by his own 
people.
